Cetestial Visitor Wil! Be’ Visible ta 
.Naked Eye Durtng May. 

Lake Geneva, Wisi—Whhin afew 
days, the great Yerkes telestope at 
the “Wittliams Bry observatory of the 
University of Chicago will pick ‘out 
from space Halley's comet, for whose 
appearance’ all the astronomers of the 
West are watching. At’ present. the 
eomet is hidden by the brilllancy of 
‘the sun, around which it is just com> 
pléting its parabolic orbit, but the 
comet has now passed the sun and 
will soon be within reach of the great 
telescope, 

The comet fs likely to be sufficiently 
clear to be seen by the naked eye 
within three weeks, and from that 
time until May 19, when. it attains 
fts. greatest prilliancy, it will become 
plainer nightly,

LOCAL OPTION CONTEST 


Thirty-slx Counties Held Elections on 
the Saloon Question in the State 
and Nineteen Voted to Abolish the 
Saloons, 


Detroit, Mich—More than 300 sa- 
loons were yoted out of business by 
the people of nineteen Michigan 
counties, Of the. thirty- -six counties 
where local option elections were 
held, the one county not heard from 
ig Oseoda, which {tg reported to pos- 
sess only nine saloons, so the returns 
are fairly complete, 

Nineteen counties voted “dry” and, 
sixteen voted “wot.” Of the ten that 
had been dry for two years, Oakland 
and Wexford voted to change to the 
wet column, while Barry, Clintoa, 
Midland, Missaukee, Osceola, St. Jos- 
aph and Van Buren voted to remain 
“dry, ” 

Of the remaining counties where the | 
question of prohibiting the manufac- | 
ture of liquor and the liquor traffic 
was submitted, the vote was as fol- 
lows:

Texas Law Upheld, 

Washingtoh.—The supreme court
